A petition was lately presented, ineffec- 
tually, to the Burrssn House or Connons, 
by the owners of a brig, run down and 
sunk at sea by a ship of the Navy.

Mr M. A. Tayvuor had looked into the case, 
and had seen several of the parties; but without 
adverting to their individual merits, he insisted 


that some remedy ought to be within the reach 


of ship owners who sustained injury from King's 
ships. He agreed, as every lawyer must “re 
that Lord Tenterden bad rightly nonsuited the 
plaintiffs, the ebjecuon having been tuken.— 
The owners of the collier were, however, 2,000/. 
out of pocket by the accident. Policy, hones- 
ty, and charity, required that the Admiratity 

ld pay for dameges done under such 
eweumstances. 

Sir G. Cuenx observed, that the Admirality 
was in the habit of giving compensation to par- 
ties injured in all cases where they could make 
out a good case on the merits. ‘The principle 
on which the Admirality acted was, to pay in 
all cases where the owners of merchant ships 
would have been called upon to pay for acci- 
dent or misconduct. This case was only a com- 
mon sea risk, in which a Jury would have given 
oo damages. He saw no reason why the own- 
ers of the colher should not have brought their 
action against the helmaman of the Sapphire; 
and then, if they had had a good case, they 
might have recovered. The Admirality was 
prepared to show that the mjury did not result 
only from the mistake of the helmeman, 
argument on the other side was, that there was 
no tribunal before which parties aggrieved could 
go; but thie was a mistake, as the practice of 
every day established. Where they were satis- 
fied that the ofhcer was wrong, the Admirality 
always offered to compensate. 

Ms. Banine said, thet of the action had been 
brought against the helmaman, the pleiatitis 
might have been nonsuited on the same ground 
on which they had been turned round in their 
action against the Captam. Admutting that the 
Admirality sometimes made compensation, the 
inquiry before that Board was not as satisfactory
